Official Publications of the New Deal Administrations 
Other Than N RA 


By Jerome K. Witcox, Associate Reference Librarian, The John Crerar Library, Chicago 


ITH the coming of the New Deal economics in Washington there 
\W wer set up many new administrations to enforce or to carry out 

the principles embodied in this experiment in economic planning. 
Asa result, the press, particularly periodical literature, has been given almost 
a new birth. Hardly a journal has failed to express itself voluminously on 
the subject. 

The New Deal administrations themselves with the National Recovery 
Administration (N R A) in first place have already produced a vast amount 
of literature in reports, bulletins, circulars, memoranda, and press releases. 
This paper will list these publications, with the exception of those of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration where only the outstanding titles will be 
indicated. The titles cited can be procured from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments; the cost is nominal, usually not exceeding ten cents. Titles starred 
(*) can be secured gratis from the issuing office. 

Next to the N R A the most prolific publisher is the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the printed publications of which fall into four classes: 
(1) Proclamations issued by the Secretary of Agriculture. (2) Regulations 
issued by the Secretary of Agriculture in the following series: *General 
regulations, *Milk regulations, *Wheat regulations, *Cotton regulations, 
*Tobacco regulations. (3) Codes of fair competition and marketing agree- 
ments as they are approved and made effective. (4) Informational material 
on various commodities, instructions to field workers, etc. The informational 
material (4) is usually designated by an index symbol such as W-15 referring 
to a wheat publication, or T-16 referring to a tobacco publication, etc. (For 
a selected list of this type of publication and of the marketing agreements 
issued thus far see bibliography at end. ) 

The mimeographed publications of the Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration consist mainly of four types: *(1) News or press releases. *(2) 
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Dockets. *(3) Preliminary editions of proposed codes of fair competition 
and marketing agreements. *(4) Addresses, both radio and other, by execu- 
tives of the administration. The news or press releases are issued through the 
Press Service, Office of Information, Department of Agriculture. The 
Dockets are notices of hearings on codes or marketing agreements.

D. C. Numbers on L. C. Cards 


By Jutta C. Pressey, in charge of D. C. Numbers Section, Card Division, 
Library of Congress 

LASSIFIERS who are still using the twelfth or an earlier edition of 
the Decimal clasification may be puzzled by some of the D. C. num- 
bers which they find on L. C. printed cards or in the Booklist. Those 
numbers are assigned from the thirteenth edition which frequently provides 
a more specific place for a given topic than do the older editions. This may 
result in a number differing in any one of three ways from that assigned to the 
same topic before the thirteenth edition was used. First, the new number 
may be longer than the old, the old being identical as far as it goes. The new 
edition may include an expansion of a subject, so that a topic which formerly 
had te go in a general number now has a number of its own. For example, 
Dreams, formerly put in 135, now is assigned to 135.3. Second, the new 
number may be different from the old, and may not appear in the old edition. 
New subdivisions may have been added to a section, with the result that there 
is now a specific place for a topic which formerly had to be fitted into other 
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subdivisions. For example, under “639.2 Fishing as an occupation,’’ there 
has been added the subdivision “.27 Special kinds of fish, Divided like 597” ; 
with the result that halibut fishing, formerly classed in 639.22, “Sea fishing,” 
now classes in 639.2756. Again, Trees of New England was formerly 
classed with ‘“Geografic distribution of plants” in general, 581.974; the new 
edition provides a place for trees in general, and the topic now is classed 
582.160974. Third, the number may appear in both editions, but with dif- 
ferent meanings. A very few sections, printed in earlier editions, have been 
changed in the thirteenth edition. Aeronautics, formerly assigned to 629.13 
-.19, is now kept within 629.13 and its subdivisions. The sections under 
“653 Abbreviations, Shorthand” have been changed. Thus the number 
653.42 in the new edition, assigned to Shorthand systems for the English 
language, formerly meant the Bell system of phonetic shorthand. 

Attention may also be called to “Table 2, Common subdivisions” on pages 
1628-1631 of Edition 13. These subdivisions “may be annext to the number 
for any subject,” if the resulting numbers “ar not alredy specificly pro- 
vided under that subject,” and they account for occasional lengthy form 
divisions on recent numbers. Those with one 0, on pages 1629-1631, are 
the familiar form divisions with further expansions. 

Classifiers using older editions of the Decimal clasification will do well 
to check carefully with their editions and shelf lists any numbers assigned 
by aid of the thirteenth edition. 


Growing Up With Books 


HREE phases of the subject of children’s reading received considera- 
| tion at the recent A. L. A. Conference in Chicago. The need for a 

wider knowledge of reliable studies that have been made to ascertain 
the accessibility of books for children’s use, the constant and variable interests 
of children which motivate their reading, and the relation between difficulty 
and readability was urged by those interested in the scientific aspect of the 
subject. Second, the need for books on subjects correlating with school 
curricula, so written as to convey information and to foster the habit of 
reading, was cited by those closely connected with the teaching profession. 
And last, but by no means least, there was insistence on reading for delight, 
satisfaction, or hilarity-—for recreation. The development of this attitude 
toward reading is a strong factor in establishment of the reading habit. And 
it is to foster this reading habit that we urge parents and taxpayers to see 
to it that children have the opportunity to grow up with books.

During the War, the British had burned down the Library of Congress, 
and Jefferson saw a chance both to do his country a good turn and to satisfy 
his own creditors somewhat. He offered to sell his own library—one of the 
best and largest in the country, one that he had lovingly collected for fifty 
years—to the government. The government bought it at just about half the 
price he had paid for it. It was a gloomy day when Jefferson watched his Ne- 
gro carpenter making many boxes and the overseer Bacon filling them with 
books while Ellen and Virginia and Cornelia helped. The boxes of books 
filled ten wagons and they made a curious caravan as they set out for 
Washington. 

Jefferson could never have brought himself to do this if it had meant 
hundreds of empty shelves at Monticello. But some years before he had 
inherited George Wythe’s library, almost as big as his own. Jefferson now 
moved this into Monticello, and, as for the empty she'ves remaining over, 
why, he was very soon ordering things from the booksellers again. He 
wrote Adams at the time: “I cannot live without books.”

Describes the experiences of members of a sci- 
entific expedition sent out by the Field museum to 
collect zoological specimens in Indo-China. Interest- 
ing travel, large type, and not too exciting.

The adventures recounted in this book of ex- 
ploration are no less thrilling because also well 
authenticated as history. Light in weight for its 
size, with good illustrations and type, this is an 
ideal hospital choice.
